Some Interesting and Curious Items in the History 
of Counterfeiting—Four Thousand Rascals 
in One Room—Smart Counterfeiters and 
Some of Their Tricks, Etc., Etc. 


WASHINGTON, PD. C., December 18 — 
[Sr cial, | —In the ; treastry depart- 
ment «at Washington is room 
where there are on exhibition the photographs 
of over four thousand counterfeiters. Large 
Jrames upon the walls and huge albums upon 
the tables are filled with faces of every age, 
sex and nationality. Here isthe rough, har- 
dened visage of a Cancasian side by side with 
the peaceful face of a slan and almond-eyed 
Chinese ; here, too, is a youth with a trace of 
innocence yet left in the features, side hy side 
with representatives of the sex that gives us 
birth, and coarse, thick lipped, negroes en- 
framed beside the faces of seemingly refined and- 
polighed gentlemen. But do not imagine that 
all counterfeiters find a place fn this gallery of 
rogues; you and I will search for ovr images 
here in vain. Young rogue, your face is not 
here—you who so hopefully counterfeited a 
broken heart when the elderly widow (you and 
I know the dimensions of her bank account) 
first rejected@our urgent suit. Dear creature. 
thou sweet counterfeiter of a tear! Thou 
whose little heart so swelled with grief at the 
news of thy distant uncle’s death—and legacy, 
thy sad tearful eyes look not down at me from 
these walls. Nor think, old miser, thou corn- 
terfeiter of poverty. No; the government has 
no desire to expose your spurious little schemes 
and peceadilloes to public serutiny. And this 
rocm, though calied the.“rogues’ gallery,” is 
only for the exhibition of the faces of those 
rogues who are counterfeiters of the national 
currency. 

The secret service, instantly upon the cap- 
ture of -a supposed counterfeiter, has half a 
dozen photographs of him taken, “This is done 
fer future identification in case he should, as 
usually happens, engage in the same occupa- 
tien again in different guise and under another 
name. If he is found guilty of the charge 
against him, one of .his photographs may for- 
ever after be found in this collection at the 
treasury. If I were disposed to criticise these 
pictures from an artistic point of view, I could 
say without tear of contradiction that 
they are entirely free from one 
fault of the ordinary photograph—that old fa- 
miliar look of inward dissatisfaction laboring 
with an outward smile. is never seen here. 
Thes> people-—some of them belong to the 
ventler sex, too—evidently did not sit down 
before the camera with a secret resolveto af- 
fect an unconscious look of benign happiness 
and irrefragible good nature. This rogue here, 
down on all fours, with an officer’s hand clutch- 
ed in his hair in an effort to pull his 
faee into the photographers ken— 
I scarcely think that he could have seriously 
troubled that artist in order to’get a graceful 
pois of the head, or a contented expression of 
feature. Nor this rogue who, with closed eyes 
and asphyxiated appearance, has at last yielded 
to the superior strength of the men whose 
hands only I sce tightly clasped about his 
throat. The-faces, however, are commonly 
those of individuals calmly accepting the inev- 
itable, but in many cases there has been the 
resort io a strrecie, or to the elosing of the 
eyes, or a distortion of features in order to pre- 
vent the obtaining of a correct likeness. 

Some idea of the extent to which counter- 
feiting is carried in this country may be form- 
ed from the fact, that in a vault in the rogue’s 
gallery there is now one and a half 
million of counterfeit money, all 
which has been captured from counterieiting 
gangs Within the past seven or eight years. 
Besides this the government has destroyed two 
million dollars since the war. I am speaking 
now only of money that captured 
in the hands of counterfeiters by the twenty 
odd avents of the ret service. 

Counterfeit money that has been paced in 
circulation, escaped detection 
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and been sent 
into the treasury by the banks, is not included 
in this estimate. . Far the greater part of the 
amount now on hand is paper, and is of every 
denomination from a one cent stamp to a 
thousand dollar bond. ‘The counterfeiters, 
however, seem now to be devoting themselves 
almost ¢ ntirely to t hit counterfeiting of silv ) 
One day ; week three large boxe 
filled with this spurious coin, and 
the implements for manufac 
ture. were received at the treasury. No im- 
portant capture of paper eurrency has been 
made -for nearly a year. This counterfeit 
money is allowed to accumulate in such qnan-

is printed. In 1861 the government purchased 
froma Frenchmana patent for. making the 
fibre paper upon which the old gre enbar ks 
were printed. But in 1577, a. counterteiter 
suececded in manufacturing the paper to such 
that, two vears later, the govern- 
‘to abandon its use. The 
however, apprehended

second term, and is now In Germany.” 

“There was Charley Smith, too,’ he said 
citer a mement’s panse, as if suddenly remen- 
bering an old acquaintance, “When the gov- 
crnnieul used ears the paper money made 
by contract, he was in the employ of the Na- 
tiona) Bank Note company, of New York, and 
engrayeds many of the genuine bank note 
plates. He was no doubt makine counterfeit 
plates at the same time; at least he afterwards 
devoted himself exclusively to that oecupa- 
tion, In 1877 he counterfeited the 62 issue 
of $50 bills to such perfection that the govern- 
ment was compelled to callin the genuine 
issues. Iijwas Smith, too, who, early in the 
eighteen #xties, engraved for the government 
the plates for the issue of one thousand dollar 
hends redeemable in 1881. In 1877 he began 
making anotherset of these plates for himself. 
And after three years’ work, just as the gen- 
uine*bonds were about due, he completed his 
plates, and was ready ito §3=— carry 
into execntion one of the largest 
counterfeiting enterprises ever undertaken. 
The government had no suspicion of the exist- 
ence of these spurious bonds; but Doyle, the 
man Who was engaged to put them on the mar- 
ket, was jast at that time being shadowed by 
the seeret service agents under the suspi- 
cion of putting in circulation counterfeit five 
dollar bills. He was arrested as he stepped off 
the cars in Chicago, and in his valise was 
found—negé five dollar bills—but two hundred 
and eight counterfeit one thousand dollar 
bonds. The most expert eye could hardly 
have distiignished them from the genuine. 
Smith turtied state’s evidence and has since 
abandoned the counterfeiting business.” 

There is on exhibition in the ‘rogues’ gal- 
lery” speéimens of almost every counterfeit of 
our cnurrepey that has ever heen made. The 
mest curi@s, perhaps, is an exvellent twenty 
dollar bill every stroke of which can be seen 
under a mieroscope to have been made with a 
common Pen. The secret serviee has not yet 
heen confronted with anything so mystifying 
asthis. How it is made is plain, but the 
mystery is where, for-six vears past, these bills 

ally been coming into the treasury 
for redemption, and there is no clue 
as to the maker or esto his whereabouts. An- 
other very curious, but very poor, counterfeit 
isfthe photographed hill. These are not common.

In tracing the water it was 
discovered that it flowed from a pool on the 
surface, in which it had collected from some 
springsnear by. The water had then followed 
the rock to a fault in the seam, which was the 
first outlet for it. It then ran into the gang:

ing of No.1 slope. When the water was dis- 
covered rushing into the slope, there were 
pearly 1,000 men and boysat work in the various 
openings, butata particular spot where the 
water first appeared, there were not over 
thirty persons at work atthe time. It is re- 
ported thatthere are now about twenty or 
thirty men in the face of one of the gangways, 
whoare shut in by the water and rubbisl 
that have accumulated inthe gangway. It is 
impossible to say whattheir fate will be.

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HIS HIGHNESS ALARMED. 


BLACKMAILERS AFTER THE PRINCE 
OF WALES. 


The Prince Receives Two Letters Which Set Him to 
Thinking — The Blaekmailers Arrested —The 
Irish Home-Rule Scheme—General Eu-~ 
ropean News Chronicled, Etc, 


Lonpon, December 18.—London had a gen- 
uine sensation today. Early this morning a 
young man and his wife, John and Sarah 
Magee, were arrested at Kensington on the 
charge of having attempted to procure money 
from the prince of Wales by writing long let- 
ters. They were taken into custody, and for- 
mal charges were preferred against them, and 
they were then remanded to await examina- 
tion. It appears the prisoners had. writ- 
ten two letters, but these 
were not read in court today, it 
is impossible to give their exact language, or 
to state, except in general terms, what they 
contained. It is known, however, that the 
letters made a demand for 750 pounds, and in- 
timated, in unmigtakable terms, that unless 
this amount was forthcoming, the prince’s life 
would be in jeopardy. The prince, it is said, 
paid only passing attention to the first letter, 
but when the second came, 
reiterating the demand for money 
and threats of violence, the prinee turned the 
letters Over to the police and left them to do 
whatever they thought best. The police sent 
a message, as though coming from the prince, 
to the address given in the letters, directing 
the author or the authors to appear at the Spec- 
ified time and place. Asstrance was given 
that seomehcdy would meet tliem at the ap- 
pointed hour, prepared to hand over a package 
containing the money they had demanded, 
The Mage: s at once fell into the trap, They 
appeared at the place designated this morning 
and were presented with a package of farth- 
ings. ‘As they started to leave with their sup- 
posed treasure the police threw off their dis- 
guises and arrested them, 

The woman made a voluntary confession of 
the whole plot. At any rate the police say the 
confession was voluntary. The woman, how- 
ever, has since declared that she was forced by 
the police against her will to confess some- 
thing. Itisthought she fears the confession 
made by her in the first moments of conster- 
nation aftér her arrest may be bad for her on 
trial, and she is thereforetrying to weaken its 
effect by the assertion that it ‘was forced 
from her by the police, A representative of 
the press called upon an equerry of the prince 
of Wales this afternoon, to learn any facts 
obtainable about the attempt to extort money. 
The equerry knew something of the contents 
of the letters. These; he declared, represent- 
cd that Magee was ap emissary of a secret so- 
ciety, and that he had been ordered to kill the 
prince of Wales, 

But the letters further intimated that he did 
not wish to obey this mandate. There was no 
help for it, however, unless he could get money 
enough to goto America. He wanted seven 
hundred and fifty pounds therefor. If this 
amount reached him he would at once bid a 
lasting good-bye to secret societies and con- 
spiracies, and startacrossthe Atlantic. Nothing 
further can be learned tonight. 
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IRISH HOME RULE 


The Question Under Excited Discussion in 
England, 

Derr, December 13.~—-The Daily Express, 
the constant upholder of the loyalist cause, 
devotes its leading article this morning to pic- 
turing the consequences which would result 
from home rule in Ireland.

The assemblage was imbued with a feel- 
ing that had not for a very long time manifest- 
ed itself in any loyalist demonstration in Ire- 
land, The speakers were bold and actually 
defiant in declaring their views on the pending 
political situation, and more than one of them 
boasted, with a degree of earnestness that 
aroused repeated cheers from the listeners, that 
the loyalist party in Ireland was ready 
to meet whatever issue might be 
presented. The Ulster Orangemen are ready 
to come to the front, said one of the speakers, 
amid great applause, “and when their services 
are wanted, sixty thousand men can readily be 
put into the field for active service in defense 
of the cause of loyalty to the government.” 


Dissensions in Spain. 

MADRID, December 18.—The queen regent 
today refused an audience to the duke of Sa- 
ville, cousin to the late king. The duke was 
thoroughly angered by the refusal of the queen 
to receive him, and has openly and publicly 
spoken in abuse of her. He boasts that Queen 
Christine will soon be forced to relinguish the 
regency and that é¢x-Queen Isabella will re- 
place her. These declarations have caused a

We wanted some 
fresh cow’s milk for our sick boy, but it was 
not to be had in the town and we had to beg it 
inthe country. It is not because they can't 
raise cows here but because they havent 
begun. A druggist here has sent 
oft for ten and says he is goingto supply the 
town with milk. Merchants come here and 
there are much finer stores and stocks than in 
our Georgia towns, for these people are rich 
and dress fine and buy first class goods, Most 
every other house in town is a hotel or a board- 
ing house or a real estate agency. Livery sta- 
bles do well of course, for these people are 
moving around, There are lots of darkies 
here but they don’t care for anything. They 
haven’t got tobuy wood nor blankets and they 
can fish and whenever they want to do a fday’s 
werk they can get a dollar and a 
half or two dollars for it. The 
darkey is not going to work ahead of 
his wants.

Now, the older I grow the more I wonder at 
the beneficent wisdom of Providence in scat- 
tering the good things of this life all over 
the habitable world: not all in one place, but a 
little here and a little there, and all adapted to 
the place and the people.

The French Presidential Election. 

The national assem bly of France is to elect 
a president on the 28th day of this month 
for the term of seven years. It will be done 
quietly and quickly. It is not probable that 
the entire proceeding will consume over one 
hour of the time of the great legislative body. 
The senate and the chamber of deputies act 
together in making the selection. 

The chances largely favor the ambition of 
M. Grevy, who is not satisfied with one 
term, although he is a very oldman, He 
is a republican under all circumstances, but 
witbal a prudent conservative administrator. 
Beyond his advanced age, and the precedent 
of keeping one man at the head of the state 
fourteen years, no objection is made to the 
re-election of the veteran statesman. He is 
not a great man, but he is a safe man, and 
France always needs a level-headed man in 
her chief ofiice. : 

The present premier, M. Brisson, has the 
presidential bee in his bonnet, but he has 
shouldered the Tonquin business, and is 
staggering under the load. If the chamber 
refuses to grant the proposed Tonquin credit 
of 75,000,000 frances, the ministry will fall 
and M. Brisson will go down withit. He 
has practically been put out of the race by 
the unpopularity of the Tonquin business. 
Terry, who originated the entire colonial 
scheme, is hopelessly overthrown. Frey- 
cinet has lost ground in office also. The 
national assembly will not accept Clemen- 
ceau or any other radical. In short, M. 
Grevy seems to have a walk-over for a sec- 
ond term. He will be over eighty years old 
when it is ended. 


About Silver. 

Congressman Wiliam L. Seott comes to 
the front with a new solution of the silver 
problem. Congressman Scott would not ab- 
solutely stop the coinage of silver, bat would 
reptal the present compulsory coinage law. 
diis plan consists of a silver reserve fund to 
cunsist entirely of silver dollars of the pres- 
ent fineness. The minimum of this reserve 
fund would be $20,000,000, and whenever 
this reserve fund fell below the minimum, 
coinage should be resumed until the mini- 
mum is reached. The people could have as 
much silver as they needed, and when there 
was bo demand and nodepletion of -the re- 
serve the mints would be idle. 

Another part of Mr. Scott’s scheme is to 
retire all national bank bills below the 
denomination of $10 and every treasury bill 
of Jesthan 550. The smaller bills of the 
banks would be retired, but their $10 bills 
would take the place of greenbacks. Then 
Mr. Scctt would have issued one, two and 
five-Collar bills to represent the silver in the 
treasury. These issues would take the place 
of the small bank and government notes

complications, when the whole matter is 80 
simple? Let the common sense of the peo- 
ple, acting through congress, solve the so- 
called problem by making the coinage of 
silver free. As a matter of course, the Wall- 
street speculators would be dreadfully scan- 
dalized. They would continue to hoard 
gold, and, on a pinch, would go through the 
forms of exporting it, but when they dis- 
covered that there would be little or no de- 
mand for gold—no more in fact than there is 
now. when all the banks are hoarding it 
without hurting anybody’s feelings, we 
should hear no more talk of the bullion price 
of silver as compared With the legal tender 
value of gold. 

The treasury efficers, who, while employed 
to look after the interests of the people, are 
really the tools and agents of the Wall-street 
speculators, say that they are compelled to 
pay out every month gold for silver bullion 
for coinage purposes. What is the trouble 
with the silver dollars that they will not 
buy silver bullion, and why are they not 
used for that purpose if gold is so precious ? 
The truth is, there is now and there has been 
for years an insidious attempt on the part of 
the treasury officials, working in concert 
with the Wall-street banks, to depreciate 
silver. Undoubtedly these strenuous efforts 
have had some influence on the price ofsilvet 
bullion, though they have not affected the 
value of the silver dollar. Today cotton is 
cheaper in Liverpool and New York than it 
has been for vears, and Should the coinage 
of silver he stopped, and the price be still fur- 
ther depreciated the products of this country 
which find a market abroad must assuredly 
sufier.

Among recent publications, 
greater interest or greater value in the hands 
of young men than the ‘‘Life of Henry Faw- 
cett,’’ by Mr. Leslie Stephens. The author 
tells the story of an ambitious young man, 
of fine mind and thorough education, who, 
at the outset of his -active career, was ren- 
dered wholly blind through a wound acci- 
dentally inflicted by his own father. He 
had just been graduated, and was looking 
forward to a parlamentary career. 

The house of commons is a large body and 
a trying place for a man who is well equipp- 
ed and possessed of all his senses, and no one 
had succeeded in- it who was handicapped 
with blindness; but Henry Fawcett never 
quailed. We determined to go on as he had 


‘planned, and as soon as he could convince a 


constituency of his capacity for usefulness in 
the house, he began a career in office that 
brought him personal renown and preserved 
to his country his rare services. 

In 1860 he was defeated for parliament, 
and in 1864 he again suffered defeat. His 
speeches were marvels of clear statement and 
force, but the voters were not willing to en- 
trust their interests to a blind man in par- 
liaament. But in 1865 he was elected for 
Brighton, and during the twenty years that 
followed no city had a more capable repre- 
sentative. Hesoon fought his way to the 
front rank of liberal leaders; and when Mr. 
Gladstone took office in 1880, Mr. Fawcett 
became postmaster general. Greatas he had 
heen in dehato, ama im the prepasutitgngs st 
prosecution of reform measures,she gained 
new reputation in office. He mastered every 
detail of his department—the parcel post, 
the postal telegraph, the postal savings 
banks, and all the other branches of an in- 
tricate system—and the judgment of friend 
and foe is that England never had a greater 
minister in that department. He extended 
the scope. and usefulness of nearly every 
part of the postal service of the kingdom. He 
worked early and late, and always effective- 
ly ; and when death came to him about one 
year ago, it was felt that it was brought 
about by excessive work. 

His memory is revered in England, and 
monuments are rising to the blind hero and 
statesman in several parts of the kingdom. 
It is weil that such a career, under such cir- 
cumstances, should be kept before those who 
are about to begin the harder battle of life; 
for Hlenry Fawcett’s record and achieve- 
ments teach the lesson of manhood in the 
completest and sweetest manner. He is one

General Lawton’'s Disabilities. 

The judiciary committee of the senate, 
with Mr. Edmunds at its head, has practi- 
cally indorsed Attorney General Garland’s 
opinion as to the effect of President John- 
son’s pardon in the case of General Lawton. 
The bill reported by the senate committee 


and passed by both houses removes General © 


Lawton’s political disabilities, if any evist. 
The three words italicized are in the bill as 
it passed both houses and went to the presi- 
dent. ‘The republican papers that denounced 
Mr. Garland and the rest of the administra- 
tion in connection with the fourteenth 
amendment, stand condemned by their own 
party associates in congress, and the attorney 
general’s law is practically declared good 
law. The bill was passed to remove mere 
doubts and satisfy mere disputants. 

General Lawton’s manly course in reliev- 
ing the administration of all embarrassment 
in connection with the mission to St. Peters- 
burg, has doubtless commended him to the 
favor of the president ; and as the Austrian 

lission remains unfilled, it is widely 
thought that General Lawton will be the 
appointee. Vienna is certainly a more de- 
sirable place of residence than St. Peters- 
burg, and it may turn out that the fire of 
the republican papers bas resulted in bene- 
fit to General Lawtcn himself. Mr. Bay- 
ard could rot readily find a man who would 
more capably represent the United States at 
Vienna, or who would prove more accepta- 
ble personally in that brilliant capital.

The attention of 
scientists will naturally be directed to the 
matter, and their experiments may throw a 
flood of light over the entire field of mental 
diseases. If fresh pork turns out to be one 
of the leading factors producing insanity, 
it will. be at once suggested that one of the 
best preventive measures will be to abstain 
from this dangerous meat.

When you subtract the trichina spi- 
ralis there is not enough hog left to talk 
about.

FICIAL EGGS? 


What an Inventor Says he Can do to Supply 
the Market at Halfa Cent Apiece. 
From the New York Tribune, 

In the back rocm of a Broadway office a curi- 
ous invention was exhibited yesterday to several 
provision dcalers and merchants. The invention 
consisted ofa number of artificial eggs, which re- 
sembled the real article so exactly that none but 
an expert could distinguish them. The shells were 
made ofa clear, transparent composition, and the 
shape was perfectly modeled. The portion sur- 
rounding the yolk was made of albumen, and the 
yolk itself of ground carrot and saffron. Three of 
these artificial eggs were placed on a platter 
by the exhibitor with a half dozen real 
ones, and the men _ present were told to 
select the bogus ones from the collection. The 
hrst expert exposed his ignorance by picking out 
three real eggs and declaring them to be artificial. 
The second, with alittle better luck, owif€g partly 
to his avoiding the three selected by his unfor- 
tunate predecessor, managed to pick out two of the 
real eggs and one of the artificial ones.

No man has been, in modern history, the victim 
of a more reckless and indiscriminate exercise of 
the sprit of anecdote than Abraham Lincoln. [Yet 
he has had the good fortune to stand as the central 
figure in some of the best stories of the day, and 
wherever he was the reputed author of the anec- 
dote the best test of its genuineness was its point 
and wit. 

The only manin American annals whose indi- 
viduality is stamped with anything like equal 
clearness on the minds of his eontemporaries and 
suecessors is Andrew Jackson. Lincoln had one 
superiority to Jackson. He had all Jackson’s cour- 
age, all-his enthusiastic patriotism, all his heroic 
love of humanity and his noble scorn 
of artificial distinctions of a  so-Ccall- 
ed aristocracy. Jackson was austere 
and hard tothe care. Lincoln was stern as a Spar- 
tan, but tender asa woman. There are preserved 
among MAhe local legends in Washington, many 
stories of his rough hewn greatness and his gentle 
heart. Indeed the only reflections ever cast on his 
memory here, are the miserable statues and por- 
traits which pretend to preserve the likeness of 
this remarkable man. 


Anecdotes of Lincoln are innumerable, but now 
and then a new one floats out on the tide of gossip.

CIVIL SERVICE LEGISLATION. 


Senator Hampton Wants to Keep Congress- 
men From Lobbying. 

WASHINGTON, December 18.—The following 
is the full text of the bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Hampton today, to makeit unlawful for 
senators or representagéves to recommend or 
solicit appointments to office: 

Whereas, additional legislation is necessary ‘to 
carry out the intention of the tenth section of the 
xct of congress of 1568, January, 1555, entitled, “an 
act to regulate and improve the civil service of the 
United states,’ and, os 

Whereas. the recommending or soliciting of ap- 
pointments to office by senators and representa- 
tives is not only contrary to the spirit of said tenth 
section, but also interferes seriously with the per- 
formance of their legislative duties. Now. there- 
fore, . , ‘7 . 

Be it enacted, ete., that it shall be a misdemeanor 
for any scnator or repre sentative of the congress ot 
ihe United States, to reeommend or solicit. directly 
or indirectly, the appointment of any person to anu 
cfiee under the government of the United States, 
ai.d that any such Es hator or represt ntative who 
shall be convicted of making such recoramendation 
or solicitation, shall be punished by fine of not 
more than $1,000, and not less than $500, one-halt 
of which shall go to the persons upon whose ltestl- 
mony such conviction shall have been obtained, 
and the other half tothe United states, 

Section 2. That whenever the appointing power 
asks for information touching an applicant for 
office, he shall do so in writing, and such miforina 
tion as may be given shall be turnished in writing, 
over the signature of such senator or representa- 
tive, and shall be filed in the department or bureau 
of the office at whose request it was furnished. 

Section 3. Nothing in this act shall be construed 
so as to forbid any senator or representative of the 
eonegress of the Unied States from forwarding to 
the appointing power any application for oflice 
that he may receive, but any indorsements he may 
meke thereon shall relate only to the facts of the 
case or the character of the application.

“Yes,” said Captain Nelms yesterday, “I am 
sure that McCoy fired the shot that passed 
threugh Kellett’s body and resulted in his 
Ceath. There is a most interesting story told 
about the two men. Ten years ago Kellett 
attempted to arrest McCoy and in doing so 
shot McCoy in the arm. When the surgeon 
took the bullet from MeCoy’s arm McCoy said: 
‘Doctor; give me that hall.’ For ten vears 
McCoy kept the ball, and three weeks azo he 
showed it to. a crowd of men. on 
Lockout mountain, remarking as he did 
gO: ‘Boys, Bill Kellett put that 
hall into me ten years ago, and I will never die 
satisfied until ] plant it back into his carcass.’ 
That isa wild country upthere. The people 
raise noe crops, but in the rugged wilds of the 
mountains they hunt and sell what they kill to 
the valley people for corn and the like. McCoy 
isa wonderful shot and the gun he uses and 
which I have now in my possession is a breech 
loading rifle carrying a forty-four calibre ear- 
tiidge.
